Memories of My Grandparents 
by Carmel Zielinski (nee Carson). 


Grandfather died when I was quite young, but I still 
remember him sitting by the radio listening 
intently to the news.......... I remember that he may 
have been unable to read or write (anything but his 
signature) but he was well informed on current 
events. Granny used to read to him almost every 
night. He used to make a pot of tea and drink it all 
day long, even when it was cold. He had an old T- 
model Ford, that Mum later told me he drove quite 
recklessly, because he couldn’t see too well towards 
the end of his life. Not long before he died he called 
me to his room, gave me sixpence and told me he 
would be up and about in the next couple of days..... 
he never did get up and about again. 


Granny told me that she used to keep company 
with Alf Harland for a while but when Grandfather 
came back from the goldfields in West Australia, 
she began to go out with him........ poor Alf!!! She 
told me that when one of his sisters was married 
(Hope I think) she went to the wedding and took 
some cake home to her mother-in-law and had it 
thrown in her face....... I don’t think that they had 
a very good relationship, from what she told me. 
Granny still had a few pieces of Grandfather's gold 
when he died. 


As kids we would sit for hours listening to her 
stories. Like the time that Alf(?) said to Nellie “Put 
your finger there and I'll chop it off.” She did and 
he did!! Chop it off, that is!!! (Or part thereof, at 
least.) The next day the kids went off to school 
with strict instructions not to tell the nuns about it 
because she didn’t want anyone coming to 
Visltisacesves. but sure enough, after school along 
came a couple of nuns.... nobody had told, but 
someone had written the news into a 
composition!!! 


Granny had the best method of getting her wood 
chopped after Grandfather died.... she’d see old Mr. 
Bramston or one of the other old gentlemen of the 
town going by, and she would grab the axe and start 
chopping.... being gentlemen they would come 
across quickly and chop up a nice big lot..... we kids 
would then stack it in the shed.... then in a day or 
so when another of these gentlemen were going by 
she would pull the same trick..... so she was 
guaranteed of always having a great stack of 
chopped wood. 


As a kid I could never understand why my 
grandfather was Church of England while his 
younger brother, Tom, was a Catholic. Mum told 
me that after Henry Harland (Grandfather's father) 
died in 1886, then Great-Grandmother had all the 
kids who were young enough re-baptised as 
Catholics..... Grandfather was one of those who 
were too old to be persuaded. Granny always spoke 
of her as an unhappy person, and now I wonder if it 
was because she was a Catholic married outside the 
Church..... in those days it would have been a very 
traumatic experience for a young Catholic girl... 
and it could have influenced her whole young life. 
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RECIPES 


When we were kids, and came home from school 
ravenously hungry, we always were especially 
pleased to find a hot batch of Ginger Cakes 
awaiting us. They continued to be a favourite with 
many of us, but not one of us thought to get the 
recipe. When Mum died, we searched through all 
her recipe books, all to no avail. We had long ago 
given up, when Auntie Meda Harland told us she 
knew the recipe and sent it along to us. They are 
alternatively called Poor House Cakes, and were, 
apparently one of Grandmother Harland’s recipes.

GINGER CAKES (“Poor-House cakes”) 


2 Cups flour 
1 tablespoon Margarine or dripping 
1 tablespoon Golden Syrup 
2 teaspoons ground ginger 
1 small cup of sugar 
1 teaspoon carb. soda. 


Rub shortening into dry ingredients (already 
sieved). Then pour sufficient water on the Golden 
Syrup and carb. soda to mix to a scone mixture. 
(About a cup and a bit.) Make a well in the dry 
ingredients and mix. Cut and cook as scones. 


EGG SALAD (Aspecial occasion Salad - Sent by 
Auntie Meda Harland) 


6 eggs, hard-boiled and cut up. 
2 sticks of chopped celery. 

1 quarter of chopped capsicum 

1 finely chopped onion. 
2 chopped apples 
2 bananas, soaked in lemon juice 
handful of sultanas 
a couple of handfuls of chopped chicken. 
enough mayonaise to mix 
salt and pepper to taste and enough curry powder to 
colour. 


Best made the day before. 


The following recipe is one given to me by Mrs 
Obray of Cobar, a dear old friend we call Auntie 
Marie; hence we call this recipe - 


AUNTIE MARIE’S QUICK MIX CAKE 


8 ounces of Margarine 
1 anda half cups sugar 
2 cups S.R. Flour 
1 Cup Plain Flour 
a half teaspoon salt 


4 eggs 
l cup of Milk (Vanilla Essence) 


Mix all ingredients together for at least four 
minutes. This cake is a very big one and is enough 
mixture for two 8" round tins. Cook in a moderate 
oven (180 degrees Celsius) for about 35-40 minutes. 
This is a wonderful basis for any butter cake...... 
Chocolate Cake, Light Sultana Cake, Orange Cake, 
Marble Cake etc. A nice variation is to sprinkle 
some red jelly crystals on top of the mixture and 
mix through lightly..... Blossom Cake.

HOPE AND IRENE 


Hope and Irene live together at Penshurst in 
the family home. The house was bought for 
their mother when the boys were called up for 
military service in World War II. They had 
been living at Kurrajong trying to make a 
living at poultry farming, but as both the girls 
were working in the city, then the house was 
bought at Penshurst where they were eae at 
that time. Hope was kind 
enough to write down some 
family history and some 
of her random thoughts 
about it, so I will now type 
it down as she wrote it to 
us. (With a few alterations 
to the exact way she wrote | 
it.... Editorial privilege!!!) 


“After World War 1, there ™ 
was a two year drought and {| 
the goldmine in Canbelego 
closed down and there was 
no longer any work. My 
parents, George and } 
Margaret, decided to leave 
the West and try their luck 
elsewhere, preferably in a 
cooler climate. Auntie Hope Johnson 
(Harland) had written that Dad would be able 
to get work in Nowra.... They had taken over 
the Albion Hotel a few years before........ they 
had also had a hotel in Canbelego.

So, in March, 1920, Dad loaded his 2 drays 
with feed for the horses, camping equipment, 
tools, some household goods and most 
importantly, the family pet parrot............. 
least he would have someone to talk to on his 

he hitched up his horses and 
set out on his long trip to the south coast. The 
horses were draft horses, and therefore, 

proceeded only at a walk, so the trip took 3 

weeks. He travelled via Dubbo, Orange and 

Blayney and then on over the Camberwarra 
Mountain. This mountain caused him quite 
a lot of work, as he had to take one horse and 
dray at a time over it. First the one horse and 
dray up and over the mountain, down to 
Bomaderry, on over the bridge across the 
Shoalhaven River and into Nowra............ 
then the long WALK back up and over the 
mountian to collect the other horse and dray 
and then repeat the whole tiring trip. 
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Two years later the family moved to Kiama 
where Dad worked in the Blue Metal Quarry 
until he died in 1929. Mum died much later in 
November, 1959 and they are both buried at 
Bombo cemetery. 


A few years ago I went on a bus trip up by Moss 
Vale, down through the Kangaroo Valley, 
stopping at the Camberwarra Tearooms 
Lookout and couldn’t help but think of Dad 
and his long trip. I could just imagine what it 
looked like back then in 1920.... just a rough 
bush track and lots of nothingness for miles 
on end. 


Carmel, did your grandfather Frank ever 
mention that Uncle Harry (Harland) went 
over to Kalgoolie with some other mates in 
the days of the Gold Rush of West Australia in 
the 1880’s? When he came back he brought 
some little presents with him. He gave my 
Dad a small quartstone with a little speck of 
gold on it (which has been passed on to my 
nephew Peter, son of John and Laurel 
Harland). To Aunty Hope Johnson he brought 
some gold dust in a small tin. Some white 
quartstone can be seen around the graves in 
the Nymagee Cemetery........... I know because 
I visited there in 1979, when the Centenary 
celebrations were on. 


You may not know how little Greta Harland 
(Frank’s and Elizabeth’s daughter) died. She 
was burnt after playing with matches. In 
those days matches were particularly 
dangerous... they were made of wax with red 
heads, not made of wood as today’s are...... my 
own mother burnt her hand badly, when, 
striking a match, the whole box exploded. 


During the Depression (1930-34), my eldest 
brother John and two other catholic boys 
from Kiama went travelling looking for work 
along the North Coast and into Queensland.... 
and they travelled by push bike!!! They 
managed to find some work here and there, 
and, once when staying at a St. Vincent de 
Paul Hostel in Brisbane, John was advised to 
get away from his two companions, who were 
rather mean to him. Eventually, he took this 
advice and headed home alone, making his 
way along the Mitchell Highway, which in 
those days, was just a rough track’ He 
eventually settled in the Mittagong area 
where he lived until his death in 1983, at 75 
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years of age. His widow, Laurel and his 
children and 9 grandchildren still live in the 
Mittagong area. 


My brother, Kevin, worked on the Railways 
all his working life, at Oatley, Sutherland, 
Kiama and eventually at Nyngan where he 
eventually retired. He died suddenly in June, 
1985, at age 69. He was given a Military 
Funeral as he spent 4 and a half years in the 
army. He and another brother, Leo, served 
together in the same Brigade. Another 
member of the Harland clan who was in the 
fighting forces was Edward (Ted) Harland, 
youngest son of Uncle Tom and Auntie Maggie 
Harland. He lost his life while swimming in 


the Admiralty Islands - in the: .New:-Guinea - 


area. The white picket fence around the 
Nymagee Catholic Church was erected in 
Teddy’s memory. 


Granny Harland (Mother of your Grandfather 
Frank and my father, George) ran a grocery 
shop after Grandfather Harland died. She 
had to earn a living somehow, as there were 
no pensions around in those days. People 
helped each other more and there seemed to 
be fewer rogues around.” 


We thank Hope for this family history and I 


hope I have written it as she would have 
wished. (Carmel)
